Traide.—Imports.—The Oversea Imports into New South Wales, during the 

September quarter, 1920, were valucd at £18,735,948, and show an 
increase of £10,269,289, or 121°3 per cent. in comparison with the 
corresponding quarter of last year. The total of all imports for the 
year ended 30th June, 1920, was £44,690,204, a decrease of £1,322,898 
in comparison with the previous year. 
_ Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales, during the 
September quarter, 1920, amounted to £11,909,363, being a decrease of 
£1,589,937, or 11-7 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of Jast year. For the year ended 50th June, 1920, the totals 
for all exports were £54,663,385, being an increase of £3,636,026, or 
7-1 per cent. compared with the figures of the previous year. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from other ports of New South 
Wales, the articles, imported at Sydney in September quarter, 1920, 
were valued at £26,379,862. The following is a summary of the imports 
and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1920, the Oversea Imports at 
Sydney were valued at £43,682,478, and the Interstate Imports by sea at 
Sydney were £21,939,771, the total of the two being £65,622,249. 

Public Finanees—Consolidated Revenue Accounts. The Public Accounts 
show that the net revenue for the September quarter, 1920, was 
£6,603,461, being an increase of £995,086, or 17-7 per cent. as compared 
with September quarter, 1919. During the year ended 30th June, 1920, 
the revenue was £28,555,033, being £5,088,420, or 21-7 per cent. more 
than the previous financial year.

In September quarter, 1920, the net Loan expenditure on works and 
services was £1,0.8,720 greater than’in September quarter, 1919, and 
showed an increase of £3,832,492 during the year ended 30th June, 
1920, as compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 
Repayments of loans to the amount of £341,500 were made in September 
quarter, 1920, and to the amount of £16,741,304 during the year 
ended 30th June, 1920, 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during September quarter, 1920, was 
11,405 oz. fine, valued at £48,443, and showed a decrease of 1,535 oz. 
fine, and £6,521 in value, compared with September quarter, 1919. 
The value of the gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 
1919, was £279,666. 


Land Selections.—In the nine months ended 30th September, 1920, there 
were 1,836 applications for 1,308,908 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts; and 745,981 acres representing 1,505 blocks, 
were set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 31st December, 1919, the number of 
applications was, 2,344,. and the area applied for 1,951,486 acres. The 
original area gazetted for residential settlement in the year ended 31st 
December, 1919, was 1,613,590 acres, representing 2,058 blocks. 
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Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 59) as to the average retail prices in Sydney of food, it appears 
that in September, 1920, the pricesof meat were 107:3 per cent. higher 
than in July, 1914; other food and groceries were 994 per cent. higher, 
and the prices for the two combined were 101:4 per cent. higher: 


Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1919, meat 
was 23:1 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 36°5 per cent. 
dearer, and the two combined were 32:7 per cent. dearer, and compared 
with September, 1918, meat was 36°1 per cent, higher; other food and 
groceries were 58°3 per cent. higher, and the two combined were 51:7 
per cent. higher.

Meteorology.—Further excellent and wide-spread rains continued in July ; 
the heavy falls in certain districts were the cause of floods in tributaries 
of the Darling which did considerable damage. In August there were 
substantial falls over the far west and south-west, and both in that 
month and in September there were useful rains in other portions of 
the State. The weather generally was mild and few frosts were 
experienced, but snow fell on the highlands. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—September quarter, 1920.—The 
births registered numbered 6,349, equivalent to a rate of 30°65 per 1,000 
of population per annum; of the total, 3,197 were males and 3,152 females. 
The rate is 17 per cent. above the average of September quarter of the 
previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 2,539 namely, 1,360 males and 1,179 females. 
The mortality rate of 12°26 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
2 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the September quarter, 
The deaths were below the average in age-groups 1-4 and 5-64, and 
above the average in age-group, 65 and over, 


The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 61°7 per 1,000 
births, and is 12°6 per cent. below the average for the September 
quarter of the previous five years. 


New Buildings— Metropolis According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolitan 
area during the nine months January to September, 1920, numbered 
6,619, as compared with 4,902 during the nine months January to 


September, 1919. 


Country Municipalities—Table No. 64 shows that during the 
nine months ended 30th September, 1920, permission was granted in 
country Municipalities to erect 2,908 new buildings of the value of 
£2,098, 156.

The following particulars in regard to Employment and Dislocations have 
been taken from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—Returns from Trade Unions show that during September 
quarter the percentage of members unemployed was much greater than in 
June quarter, 1920, or in September quarter, 1919. Members unem- 
ployed in September numbered 7,490, representing 9-1 per cent. of the 
membership, as compared with 8:1 per cent. in June and 5:1 per cent. 
in September, 1919. A considerable number of ‘the unemployed have 
been attracted from the other States. 


In the Metropolitan district there was little demand for unskilled 
labour, but the demand for carpenters, moulders, bricklayers, pattern- 
makers, turners, and boilermakers exhausted the supply. 


There was some unemployment in the meat industry owing to the 
cessation of the exnort trade, and in the cold storage industry there was 
considerable unemployment. Acute unemployment existed among store- 
men and packers, also amongst clerical workers and shop assistant:. 
Even in certain skilled trades there was more unemployment than usual. 


During the September quarter 8,361 positions for men were made 
available by employers and 2,566 for women, and the State Labour 
Exchanges placed 7,716 men and 1,751 women in positions; in June 
quarter 11,751 -positions were made available, and 10,187 persons were 
placed in positions. 


Dislocations.— Dislocations of industry, owing to disputes, were more serious 
in September quarter than in June quarter. In June quarter 99,954 
employees were involved in disputes, which resulted in the loss of 
607,936 working days; but in September quarter the totals were 
105,722 and 674,499 respectively. In all, 1,859,348 working days have 
been lost since lst January, 1920, owing to disputes. 


The mining dispute at Broken Hill, which commenced in May, 1919, 
continued throughout the quarter. 


Increases in Wages.—Increased wages were granted during September 
quarter as follows:—To butchers—shopmen 11s. 6d., carters 4s.; to 
clerks—males 21s. 6d, and females 11s. 3d.; to electricians, 13s. 6d. ; to 
timber carters, 6s.; to coachpainters, coachsmiths, and wheel wrights, 
4s. per week, Hngineers, blacksmiths, bricklayers, and other tradesmen 
employed in the Western district also received increases, and so did 
cigar-makers.

LIVING WAGE. 


METROPOLITAN AREA. 


Adult Male Employee.—The N.S.W. Court of Industrial Arbitration in February, 1914, first 
defined the standard living wage and declared it for Sydney as £2 8s. per week. The Court on 17th 
December, 1915, increased the living wage to £2 12s. 6d. per week, and on 20th August, 1916, to 
£2 158. 6d. per week. At the first inquiry by the Board of Trade in September, 1918, the living wage 
was fixed at £3 per week, on 8th October, 1919, at £3 178. per week (1s. 74d. per hour or 12s. rod. per 
day), and on 8th October, 1920, the living wage for adult male employees was declared to be £4 58. per 
week (14s. 2d. per day; 18. gad. per hour), 


Adult Female Employee.—On 17th December, 1918, the living wage to be paid to an adult 
female employee in the metropolitan area was declared by the Board of Trade to be 74d. an hour or 
58. a day, or £1 ros. a week. On 17th December, 1919, the living wage of an adult female employee 
was increased to 9fd, an hour, 6s. 6d, a day, or £1 19s. a week.

No, 70.—New South Wales Wheat Areas, 1920. 


Although the dry conditions during the early part of the year restricted sowing operations to 
some extent, the area sown this season shows a considerable increase as compared with that sown in 
1919, being 535,000 acres, or 17°5 per cent. greater. The total area sown for wheat was 3,585,000 
acres, of which 2,946,000 acres are to be cut for grain, and 639,000 acres for hay. 

The area has been increased in each of the wheat growing divisions, ranging from 15 per cent. 
in the South-western Slopes, and Riverina, to 22 per cent. in the Central Western Slopes, and the 
increase in area has been accompanied by an increase in the number of growers. In 1919 wheat was 
grown on 16,266 holdings, whereas in the current season 17,227 growers have furnished returns,
